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A Groundiess Revolt.

The Erie Iferald says that it is all
moonshine to declare that ““as yet nota
Democrat has been found in Erie who
will not vote for him (Noble) and hun-
dreds of Republicans will.”” That may
be so, buta good way for the Herald to
show the misstatement would be to re-
spond to the invitation of its neighbor,
the Observer, which offers it a dollara
head for all the Democrats in Erie whose
names it will print as declaring that they
will not vote for Noble. And, by the
way, ‘“ meonshine ’ is a very expressive
epithet to apply to this strange assault
upon Noble at his home by a journal
professing to be attached to the Demo-
cratic party.

But obvious-
ly it must prove its position to justify
it ; and the Herald has so far not shown
good grounds for its rebellion. It gives
its opw{: very warmly, but does not
sustain it'by facts. It thus happens that
it has not produced much impression by
its opposition, and cannot gather more
than a corporal’s guard about it to sus-
tain it on its own dunghill. Ifit cannot
persuade the Democrats of Erie, it cer-
tainly cannot expect bettersuccess among
those of the state. It makes a moon-
shiner’s assault, inspired by secret rea-
sons ; not an attack upon whose inspira-
tion it can throw the sunlight. It is very
gilly for it to say that Mr. Noble was
fit to go to the Assembly. and it advo-
cated his election because ** almost any

man is competent to act as an assembly-
man ;7 but “few men can administer the
vast revenues of a state successfully,”
and so it opposes Mr. Noble’s eleclion as
treasurer. The IHerald, in taking this
remarkable position, seems to concede
that Mr. Noble is intelligent and incor-
ruptible ; two chaiacteristics certainly
needed to make a man *‘ competent to
act as an assemblyman,” and equally es-
sential to fit him to bea state treasurer ;
bat it denics him the business capacity
which a treasurer needs in addition. A
very strange denial, indeed, in view of
Mr. Noble's extremely successful career
as a business man. The people of the
state will be very likely to be satistied
that Mr. Noble has business capacity

suflicient to get ereditably through with |

the dulies of state treasuier, since he
has had what has sufliced to secure him
large wealth @ and if he is admitted to
be incorruptible, Le is just the man they

very darkly, as the hide-bound party
editor would incline to see it. The Ix-
TELLIGENCER has never thought that
the Democratic party would be strength-
ened by the failure to criticize and chas-
tise Democratic wrongdoers; and we
have ample reason to be content with
the ** paper’s status as a staunch expo-
nent of Democratic doctrines ** after the
many years of its present editorial con-
duct.

They will approve of
he lLalt whichi  Archbishop Croke
has called in  ihe Land ILeague’s
progress, and allirm with him that
the Irish  tenantry cannot  justly
claim wore than that the rental of the
lands they occupy, bul do not own, shall
be fairly assessxd.

YORKTOWN CENTENARY.

A Very Creditabie BMilitary Display—Nise
Thousand Five a-:drﬂl Soldsers In
The military reviews at Yorktown waie
successfully carried ont, and all the organi-
zations marched well. The route was a
circuit of the Temple farm and about four
miles in length, over broad fields, with
nothing to obstruct the mareh. One hour
and twenty minutes was consumed in paSs-
ing a given point.

When the head of the procession reached
the grand stand Geuneral Hancock and staff
rode at the bead, but they then fell out of
line; aud with President Arthur and his
cabinet and the foreign guests and other
dignitaries reviewed the tioops from the
grand stand. General Haoeock stated to
the president that there were 9,500 men
in line. The states represented by the
volunteers were Georgia, New Jersey,
Delaware, Peunsylvania, Massachusetts,
Maryland, South Carolina, New Iamp-
shire, Virginia, New York, North Caroli-
na, Rhode Island, Vermont, Kentucky,
Michigan and Connecticut.

The impression seems to be that the
competition for marching lies between the
Thirteenth Brooklyn and the New Jersey
troops.

The president was quite enthusiastic
over the magnificauce of the display. The
only colored troops in line were two com-
panies from Richmord, composing a part
of the First Virginia regiment. They were
loudly cheered by the spectators from the
North,

In the afternoon General Hancock gave
a reception on board the St. John, Among
the guests were President Arthur, David
Davis, president of the Senate, the French
and German visitors, Rear Admiral Wy-
man, officers of the army and navy, mem-
bers of the congressional ecommittee, and
the governors and ofticers of states.

THE STRIKE OF THE GIRLS,

Krlfusing to Work Withonr Their Favorite
Foreman,

“ilarry or no work !” was the ery of
400 girls in the stripping room at Loril-
lard’s tobaceo factory in Jersey City on
Monday, as they lelt their benches and
their work, aml stood defiantly before
Forcman Quindlass. It was Mr. Quind-
lass’s lirst dayas one of the foremen in
that room, and he had begun his work
with 2o encrey and severity, according to
the stories of the girls, which to them
was simply unbearable. The girls say
tisat his first oflicial act was to fine them
forty five pounds of tobacco, which at
21 cents a pound, the price paid them for
stripping it, would be equivalent to 21.01,
This penalty was imposed, they say, for no
Just eause, but upon the pretext that their
work was not well and thoroughly done.
The reports are, however, entirely con-
tradictory upon this point. In any case
the girls arose in the anger and their
migzht when they learned that Mr. Quind-
lass had been sent to take charge over
them in place of their favorite foreman,
Harry Archibald. They declared stoutly
that they would not work unless Ilarry
wasrestored to his place, and, with the
cry ** larry or no work ! they prepared
to desert their benches.

Mr. Hearn, the superintendent, came
upon tlie scene at that moment, and the
girls went back to work for the remainder
of the day. At night they left the build-
ing in a chattering multitude. They re-
turned Tuesday morning. and gathered in
the street about the entrance to the fac-
tory. Some few entered the building.
The girls range in age from 13 to 35 years,
and some of the elder ones declared for a
strike unless Archibald was1estored. They
sent to the superintendent, Mr. Hearn de-
claring their purpose. Ile refused to lis-
teu to their terms, and the strike was be-
gun, The youger girls did as they were
told by their elders, and all remained out.
They gathered in groups in Bay and First
streets, opposite the factory, and made
merry.

They relurned again early yesterday
morning and lay in wait for Billy Jones,
another foreman in the same room, upon
whose shoulders the girls placed the re-
sponsibility of their favorite IHarry’s re-
moval.

“ We are going tolick him,”” said oune of
the ringleaders.

However, as Mr. Jones took good care
not to expose himself to tkeir fury, the
girls contented themsclves with-forming
in line and marching around the great
building singing songs. They were mar-
shaled by Nellie Sullivan, a discharged
employee, who had returned to the scenes

of her former labors to organize and con-
duect this strike. She addressed the girls
and encouraged them.

Archibald says that the first he
knew of his discharge was upon reaching
the factory on Monday. He was told that
Quindlass had been put in his place, and
that he would be tramsferred to another
room in which he had formerly worked.
He declined to accept the transfer, and
left the factory. When he asked why he
was removed, he says, Mr. Hearn told him
that it was because he didn't fine the girls
enough and was not strict enough.

“] know I ain’t a very smart man,” he
said to the reporter, *‘but I was a friend
to tho gals and to myself. I never docked
them or sacked them without cause. These
gals is nothing to me—I'm a married man
—Dbat I tried to treat them fairly.”

** Why did they follow you when yon
left 2"’

“Well, Idon'tknow. I wish they'd all go
back to work to morrow, and I'd go back
to work for a day myself to take the gals
back. "

Superintendent Hearn was fonnd sitting
on the steps of the factory.

“Why was Archibald removed *

“ He was incompetent. He hadn't disei-
pline,aud he couldn’t control the girls.
They'd walk all over him., "’

** Why did the girls strike ?"

“They wanted a holiday I takeit. They'll
be glad enough to come back in a few
days, when they have ceoled down.

**Is the work of the factory affected 2"’

“Of course, Everything depends on
the work of the strippe The dipping
room is first affected and that has eclosed,
throwing 200 men and boys out of work,
temporarily.”’

Some of the girls have drawn up and
signed 2 statement of their grievances.

A COUNTERBLAST.

Froclamation of the League by the British
Giovern t—Archblanop Croke Strongly
Conddemms the Manifesto of the
League

Earl Cowper, Lord Lieutenant of Ire-
land, has, in a proclamation, declared the
Land League to be an illegal organization
and warned the Irish people that its meet-
ingg of all kinds or in aoy place will be
dispersed by force.

The facts regarding the preparation and
issue of the Land League’s *“*no rent”
manifesto are interesting. Tho resolution
declaring that no rent should be paid was
decided on Friday night at a private meet-
ing of the executive. Messrs. Dillon, O'-
Kelly and Biggar voted against the step,
but were in the minority. Mr. T. D. Sul-
livan and others voted for it. The mani-
festo was prepared on Saturday and smug-
gled into Kilmainham by a clerk of Mr.
McGaugh, 2 solicitor of the League.
A meeting of the prisoners was
held during recreation time, when Mr.
Parnell, Mr. Brennan, Mr. Sexton, Mr.
Kettle and otle:s carried the manifesto.
It was then signed by the members, whose
names were attached and taken out under
the noses of the authorities, Mr. Davitt's
authority was obtained throrgh a priest or
warder in Portland. The government is
80 angry at the use made of the solicitors
that it has issued an order that both the
doetor and solicitors of the prisoner should
only visit them in the presence of a war-
der. Visits of every kind except theose of
physicians are forbidden for six days.
Even DMr. Parnell’'s solicitor is re-
fused admittance, Dr. Kenney has writ-
ten the governor of the jail that if he is
subjected to this indignity he will no
longer attend the jail, while the prisoncrs
resolve not to allow the prison doector to
attend them. The guardsof the prison
have been doubled. Mr. Dorris has been
taken to Dumdalk jail, the authorities
desiring that he shoulkd not be able
to reveal the doings of the Leagune out
side to tho prisoners. lis arvest
was the immediate result of having signed
the circular sent tothe League branches
instructing the farmers to issue bogus
mortgage and bills of sale of the property
and interests in their holding of shop-
keepers and friends, in order to preveat
landlords from seizing them for rent. s
reckless and outrageous step was immedi-
ately discovered by the government, aad,
with the ““no rent’' manifesto, huiried
the declaration of the illegality of the
league.

br. Croke's Rebuke,

Archbishop Croke has written a public
letter entirely disapproving of the Land
League manifesto of no rent in the follow-
ing letter : .

“TuvrLes, Oct. 19.—I have just read
with the utmost pain and indeed with ab-
solute dismay a manifesto issued by the
leading patriots incarcerated in Kilmain-
ham jail and publicly prociaimed to the
country from the Land League rooms,
Sackville street. Against the committal
of the people of this country, even under
still more exciting and critical circum-
stances than the present, to the doc
trine of non-payment of rent, but for a
eertain specitied time, I must and hereby
do enter my solemn protest. At no
time an enrolled membar af tho Loazue, 1
bave been a steadfast, uncompromising
supporter of its public policy as a whole,
believing the same to be thoroughly legal,
constitutional and ealenlated to lead to
great national results 1 am precisely of
the same opinion still, but I have invari-
ably and unequivo:zally stated that I stood
out for fair rents and nothing more ; for
the safe foothold of the agricultural classes
upon the Irish soil, that they should be
wholesomely fed, fairly clothed and suit-
ably lodged,and that the absolute repu:lia-
tion of rent, should itever find public
expression in Ireland would meet with
no sympathy from me. Such are my
views. Iregret to have been obliged to
say so much.

*I hold to the original platform of the
Irish National Land League. There is no
more reason for abandoning it now then
therc was when Davitt toak possession of
his eell in Portland or when Dillon, with
his two hundred companions, were com-
mitted to Kilmainham jail. It was a suf-
ficiently elastic policy. It was a righteous
policy, tested by experience and results.
It was a successful poliey, and it welded
bishops, priests and laymen into one living
brotherhood of rational work. It pains
me, then, sorely to think that any attempt
should now be made to displace the old
lines, espacia’lyiby the very men by whom
they were so judiciously laid down. Any-
how I thoroughly believed in the policy of
the t in all its substantial branches,
and I quite as firmly believe that the policy
now so impetuously recommended to the
country iustead, besides being condemned
on the grounds of principle anid expediency,
can lead to nothing but dising tion and
defeat.

An Ohio Bondnoider Who Carried Away
Seventy-tive Poundas ot Double Eagles
_from Washington.

An old gontleman from the interier of
Ohio, arrived in Washington a few days
ago with 817,000 in United States 6 per
cent. bonds, which he purchased in 1861,
and which were called in July last. He
first visited the loan division, where he
said he came to obtain gold for his honds,
as he had paid gold for them. When told
that a draft on the United States treasury
was as good as gold, he insisted upon the
gold, and would not listen to any explan-
ation regarding an equivalent in another
form.

Yesterday, a little before noon, he ap-
peared with a large leather valise, in which
he carried off the full amount of his claim
in 820 gold pieces, weighing in all about
seventy-tive pounds. He became very
much provoked with Treasurer Gilfilian
when that officer endeavored to persuade
him to accept drafts and have them cashed
when he reached home, reiterating that he
came here for gold, and declining to take
anything else. e staggered under his
heavy load as far as Assistant Treasurer)
